There is no clear suggestion in the 
prior art to fabricate a nitrided oxide layer on a silicon carbide substrate and then anneal in a 
hydrogen containing environment. The prior art fails to provide suggestion to nitride the oxide 
layer and then anneal in the hydrogen containing environment.
